infancy. Dr, Morkeberg telle of con- 
ditions to which the Alberta farmers 
have not begun to attain but he adds 
that all these things take time and 
that the all important consideration is 
getting a proper foundation on which 
to build 
30 Years to Develop. 


“It has taken nearly thirty years to 
bring the Danish products to their 
present proficiency,’ said the eom- 
misioner, “Peviows to the year 1885 
the farmers of Denmark had beem go- 
ing along doing the best they vould 
and found thet their butter was pre- 
ferred on the British market although 
they had net taken particular pains 
to cultivate that preierence. Each 
farmer had an average ho ling of 90 
acres, where their ancestors had Hved 
before them and consequently — all 
knew and trusted one another im 
plicitly. By 188) the cream separator 
was introduced and this paved the 
way for the introduction of the co- 
operative principle in butter produe- 
jtion. A group of iarmers bound 
themselves to eend their milk to a 
evntral creamery which was operated 
by a skilled butter-maker and manag- 
ed by a committee of the farmérs 
themselves. The scheme proved very 
suceessful as the British consumer 
soon found that the Danish product 
could be depended on for uniformity 
in quality and regularity in the out- 
put. The success of one cooperative 
concern led to others and now there 
is mot a farmer in Demnark who is 
not in the dairy or hog business and 
who is not a spoke in the co-operative 
whee] 

“With the co-operative scheme und- 
er way the farmers with government 
assistance turned their attention to 
the improvement of the dairy herd. 
Cattle associations were formed which 
aimed at weeding out the poor stock 
and improving the better clase of cows 
b* the introduction of pure ‘bred bulls. 
These associations fostered the cattle 
shows which showed the farmers the 
type of both male and female stock 
to introduce into their herds and also 
showed them where they could go to 
purchase the best of pure bred stock. 
\t present there are 1,300 cattle as- 
socitions in the little country of Den- 
mark,

FROM OALGARY TO WINNIPEG 


By Automobile—E. W. Hume Makes 
Trip Across Prairie. 


Winnipeg, Sept, 22.—The first auto 
mobile trip trom Calgary to Winni- 
peg was completed by E. W. Hume, 
of the former city, when, after nine 
days’ travel, he ran his four-passe. 
ger touring car into this city A 
companying Mr. Hume were his wif 
and child, and his assistant, Georg 
Healy. The trip, which was made 
as much as possible along the line 
of the railway track, totalled 1,049 
miles, according to the speedom 
The car proceeded by way of Leth 
bridge, and the party stopped two 
days in Moose Jaw, as well as mak 
jug stops of varying lengths at Medi 
cine Hat, Maple Creek, Swift Cur 
rent, Regina, Broadview, Brandon 
and all the larger towns along the 
route, Two evenings the trave!lers 
camped out, sleeping in the ear, 
which is rigged with special front and 
side curtains and moveable seats, 
that it may be converted easily into 
a comfortable camping place, A com 
plete repair outfit was carried, in 
cluding extra tires, inner tubes, 
block and tackle, and al! necessary 
tools, Car, equipment and passen 
gers weighed 8,435 pounds, the 
weight of the car alone being 2,150. 

Fifteen Miles an Hour, 

Speaking further of the details of 
the trip, Mr. Hume believed — thy 
average speed to be about fifteen 
miles an hour. The machine js cap 
able of forty, but when travelling at 
this rate the road becomes a_ blur, 
and, unless it is a straight grade, is 
not safe. The only accidents of the 
trip were two slight punctures ind 
# broken link. The trip was rather 
un expensive one, but owing less to 
uny fault of the machine than to th: 
roughness of the country. The ma 
chine ran about twelve miles on a 
gallon of gasoline 

Summarising, Mr. Hume deseribod 
the trip as most enjoyable. The vary- 
ing aspect of the country, the tem- 
perate weather, the occasional 
stretches of fine road upon which it 
Was possible to travel sometimes 
thirty miles an hour, and the plea

ON LIVE STOCK MATTERS. 

George H. Grieg, of Winnipeg, wees- 
tern live stock commissioner, was 
in the city Wedneedey consulting 
with the Department of Agriculture 
regarding certain phases of the live 
stock industry in thie province. 

To a Bulletin representative, Mr 
Mirieg stated that the most important 
feature of the industry at present is 
the manner in which the large cattle 
and sheep ranchers are being forced 
out of business by the incoming tide 
of immigration. He intimated that 
he is investigating the conditions, to 


which considerable publicity has 
been given recently by prominent 
Alberta stockmen, with a view to 


seeing whether something cannot be 
done to stem the rapid trend of the 
live tock industry. 


STEVENS ON LIVE STOCK. 

After a tour of the province in the 
interest of the live stock industry, W. 
F, Stevens, provincial live stock com- 
misisoner, has made some observa- 
tions which will be interesting to all 
who have been following the trend of 
this important branch of agriculture. 


“All indications go to show that 
cuttle raising is almost certain to be 
a profitable business for years to 


come," said Mr. Stevens. The settlers 
are driving out the big ranchers every- 
where. While in the south I was re 
quested by ranchers on every hand 
to find buyers to whom they could sell 
their outfits in a job lot. These men 
have ranches ranging from 300 to 2,000 
head, with the stock at all ages from 
calves to aged cows. The average 
price that will be aecepted with the 
exception of the calves, is $20 to $24 
per head, As an indication of theway 
the big ranchers are getting out of 
business I repeat a report which I 
heard to the effect that 8,000 calves 
have been shippe dfrom Olds alone 
sinee July of this year. An inspection 
of the large storage rooms and abba- 
toirs shows that they are stored with 
the best calves which have been frozen 
and set aside in the refrigerator for 
future use.” 
Outlook is Gloomy in South. 

“The gloomy outlook portrayed in 
P. Burns’ letter of a few weeks ago 
is not an exaggeration, looking only 
at the southern part of the province. 
T am firmly convinced that if the 
mixed farmer in Northern Alberta 
once realizes the situation and recov- 
ers from the severe shock his confid- 
ence in the market received a few 
years ago, the shontuge which has been 
oceasioned by the large rancher going 
out of busines swill be made good.” 

Hog Prices Will be High. 

Asked as to the outlook for the hog 
industry, Mr. Stevens stated that he 
had seen nothing in the future of the 
business to indicate that hogs would 
be anything but profitable, in fact he 
Was sure that good prices will con- 
tinue to prevail 

“Farmers throughout the country 
have curtaile dthe number of their 
brood sows,”’ said Mr, Stevens, ‘‘ow- 
ing to the high prices of barley and 
corn last year, It was expected that 
the new pig crop would be good, but 
owing to the lateness of the spring
